chiefs h as been conspicuous and 
a t the sam e tim e th e re has been 
no p articu la r force of public opin­ 
ion back of th e issue. 
Mr. Hoo­

real handicaps in a continuance 
of th e present system.

Hoover, ‘‘should he at th e same 
time legislator, policeman, prose­ 
cutor. judge and ju ry.” 
D anger of Oppression. 
The President-elect points out 
that th e dangers of oppression in 
these m a tters “ are not merely a 
theory— they are a fact.” 
For 
ti)is reason lie recommends: 
"Every single departm ent, b u ­ 
reau and bourd in the entire gov­ 
ernment should be placed 
upon 
the operating table and a clean 
rut separation 
established 
be­ 
tween semi-judicial and heini-leg- 
islative functions 
on 
the 
one 
hand, and of administration 
on 
th** other. 
Tile former rightly 
belongs to hoards or commissions, 
tho latter to individuals.” 
There is a possibility th a t u n ­ 
der Mr. Hoover’s administration 
th** number of 
cabinet 
officers 
may be increased, 
though 
th e 
tendency in recent years has been 
toward cutting them down. 
This 
is not a point upon which he will 
particularly Insist for 
he

found that it is possible to place 
an important function under tho

Congress will have a 
good deal to say on this subject, 
however, because w hat might be 
acceptable under tho organizing

Congress May Object. 
It is. indeed, a large question 
how much Congress will ever al­ 
low Mr. Hoover to change

The multiplication and scattering 
of agencies and bureaus has

veloped all sorts of political ties 
that it is not easy to unscramble 
what Mr. Hoover term s “ the ex­ 
isting bodge podge arran g em en t." 
If Mr. Hoover were to u ndertake 
the task early in his adm inistra­ 
tion tile force of public opinion 
might support radical 
changes, 
but with so many things on which 
to concentrate it is not possible 
for the new President, im m ediate­ 
ly to work out a constructive so­ 
lution. 
Every President from 
Roose­ 
velt to Coolidge, Mr. Hoover re ­ 
minds us. has urged upon Cong­ 
ress a reorganization of th e exec­ 
utive arm of 
tho 
government. 
Commissions h av e been appoint­ 
ed, 
Congressional 
Committees 
have investigated, reports 
have 
been made, aud cabinet officers 
have expressed their feelings in 
annual reports. 
“ But practically every 
single 
item in such a program ,” declares 
Mr. Hoover, “ has invariably m et 
with opposition of some 
vested 
official, or it has disturbed some 
vested habit and offended some 
organized minority. . . No pro­ 
posed change Is so 
unim portant 
th a t It is not bitterly opposed by 
someone . . . Nor will we ever a t ­ 
tain reorganization 
until 
Cong­ 
ress will give actual authority to 
tho President or some board or a 


com mittee of its own members to 
do it. 
It is of no purpose to in­ 
vestigate again a report.” 
T h e President-elect does 
not 
expect t h a t the Federal Govern­ 
ment will ever be a model of o r­ 
ganization, but lie has 
aspira­ 
tions to see it improve and he 
will definitely 
recommend and 
strive for a legislative proposal 
which will delegate to th e Presi­ 
dent th e same 
power th a t was 
granted during 
war-time to P re s­ 
ident Wilson, namely to tr ansfe r 
bureaus from departm ent to de­

The village of Trenary 
was 
founded about 1890 by Lee Tre­ 
nary, who moved here from Indi­ 
ana and settled on a homestead. 
The first minister of the Gospel 
to work in this new settlement 
was Reverend Roberts, a young 
clergyman taking 
up 
his 
first 
charge. He had to walk between 
Rock River, W inters and Trenary, 
a distance of about twenty miles. 
Mr. Roberts is now a successful 
and well known preacher in De­ 
troit. 
Transportation facilities 
were 
rather crude in those days. Dogs 
were often used by the 
settlers 
for the carrying of supplies from 
the larger communities 
on 
the 
north and the south. 
The 
mail 
was brought in by George Rush­ 
ford, who now resides in Rapid 
River. 
His route extended from 
Rapid River to Munising, a dis­ 
tance of fifty miles. 
A team of 
horses and a covered rig were his 
means of travel. He 
made 
the 
trip every other day, dropping off 
mail at Winters 
and 
Trenary. 
The roads were in horrible condi­ 
tion, consisting of dirt trails with 
corduroy over the swamps. 
The 
bridges were constructed of logs, 
covered with 
small 
poles 
for 
bridge planks. 
Today 
we find 
the same roads w*ell graded and 
surface graveled. 
Concrete brid­ 
ges appear where the crude wood­ 
en structures stood before. 
Early Lumbering Days. 
On© of the early lumber camps 
of about twenty years ago was 
located one mile south of Tre­ 
nary, It was 
operated 
by 
the 
Cleveland Cliffs 
Iron 
company 
and known as the 
Cliff 
camp. 
Another early camp wa* located 
two miles west of the North Tre­ 
nary district school, and was run 
by Mr. Scott, who floated his logs 
down the creek that now bears 
his name. 
One of the early sawmills was 
built and operated by L. W. Tre­ 
nary east of the Jam es 
Hawley, 
Sr., home. A Delosh 
bought the 
machinery from one of these mills 
and afterward sold it to Brower 
and 
Stevenson 
company, 
who 
moved it to the present location, 
one-half mile south of Trenary. 
The Methodist Sunday school 
was organized by Rev. Stanaway, 
of Negaunee, who was a traveling 
missionary in the upper Penin­ 
sula. 
This organization still ex­ 
ists and is very active. Sessions 
ar© held every Sunday and are 
well attended.
